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A matter of public safety
Dogs on the loose can be a huge problem when it comes to 
public health and safety. If they bite or attack people or oth-
er animals, they can spread disease,and cause trauma that 
requires medical attention. A dog chasing a bicyclist puts 
itself and the cyclist at risk of being hit by other traffic or 
hurt in a crash. The City wants to curtail loose dogs and the 
problem of bites and attacks. “We will be very aggressive to 
cite owners and harborers,” Mayor Ravi Bhasker said.

Through a program of increased public awareness, encour-
agement of responsible ownership, a focus on improving 
public health and safety, and increased police enforcement, 
the City hopes to decrease the number of dog incidents.  
“Offenders will be given a warning to begin with but once 
initial warning is made and there is a second incident, repeat 
offenders will be cited,” said the Mayor, adding that cita-
tions could start in the neighborhood of a $90 fine.

According to Socorro’s Animal Control Ordinance, “respon-
sible persons will not allow any domestic animals in their 
custody to attack people in any location where the people 
are lawfully located,” nor “attack animals that are located 
on their owner’s property, confined or under the physical 
restraint of a responsible person.”

Besides not letting pets stray, all pet owners within the City 
limits are required to have their animals vaccinated for ra-
bies. They must also have them licensed through the City by 
providing a current anti-rabies vaccination certificate and 
proof of current standard vaccinations to the Animal Con-
trol Officer.

The Ordinance also covers abuse and neglect, breeder and
